1 . Applicant's arguments, see remark, filed 10/5/2007, with respect to claims 1 and 
15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejections of claims 1 and 
15 have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13,1 5-24 are allowed. The prior art failed to disclosed the method of 
modifying the header, only in the synchronous communication mode, based on an error 
correction table when the calculated error indicator corresponds to a value in the error 
correction table and forwarding the received payload; detecting a received packet error 
in the synchronous communication mode when the calculated error indicator indicates 
an error in the header and the calculated error indicator does not correspond to a value 
in the error correction table, as recited in claim 1 and 15.
